Is This “Equal Taxation”? 


(Puente Journal) 

During ex-Senator King’s address at the 
Puente Service Club luncheon last week he 
emphasized the fact that there was altogether 
too much property exempt from taxation these 
days; that all property, even church and pub- 
lie utilities, whether owned by private, cor- 
porate or municipal interests, should be taxed. 

Another feature emphasized by other speak- 
ers and mentioned by Mr. King is that joint 
stock land banks, semi-federal institutions, 
are now being rapidly organized in all parts 
of the eountry. The attraction lies in the 
fact that the bonds issued by the banks to get 
the money to loan to farmers are free of all 
federal, state and local taxation. 

Such bonds are in great demand by large in- 
come taxpayers and sell well. 

Of course by as much as these bonds are 
exempt from taxation by so much are the 
taxes on other people’s property increased. 

As there aré now some $30,000,000,000 in 
tax exempt or partially tax exempt bonds 
outstanding in the United States, it, is easy to 
see why taxes of the ordinary citizens are 
mounting so rapidly. 

A man with $100,000 to invest today put 1! 
into tax exempt bonds, pays no taxes, has no 
worries, and employs no labor. No wonder 
that Senator King says there is a growing de- 
mand for a change in this system so ‘that all 
will pay taxes alike.

The common cold is causing an annual loss 


of 700,000 years of working time, according . 


to estimates made by Francis P. Garvan, head 
of the Ghemical Foundation, in an address be- 


‘fore the American Drug Makers’ Association. 


Each year there are 15,000,000 workers in- 
capacitated because of colds. 

The situation is a challenge to the medical 
profession of the world. 

It is beeause most people regard colds light- 
ly that the ravages of this once insignificant 
disease are increasing with each year. Per- 
haps it is. for the same reason that the medi- 
eal profession has not found a cure. Until 
within a very. few years a common cold was 
indeed lightly regarded. 

Colds have now become, however, a severe 
economic drain. They result not only in much 
loss of time by productive workers but in de- 
creased efficiency: 

It would seem that a profession that has 
conquered scarlet fever, smallpox, and .diph- 
theria could find a: method to’ control the cold. 
The situation challenges the medical men. 

It is suggested that a campaign of educa- 
tion be conducted to urge sufferérs from colds 
to go to bed, or at least to remain at home. 
There is no doubt that one victim of a com- 
mon cold spreads the disorder among many 
others. Such a campaign might help in some 
small degree, but it can never solve the situa- 
tion for the reason that only a small minority 
will heed the warning. What is required is 
a scientific solution of what has become a 
very serious problem.

CRIME WAVE NOT RELATED 
TO PROHIBITION | 
So much emphasis is being laid; 


‘today in wet propaganda upon the 


“increase in: crimes in the United 
States,’ which, it is intimated, has 
resulted from the prohibition re- 
form in America, that many other- 
wise clear-visioned people have 
come to believe. that.athere really 
may be something to this argu- 
ment after all. But now a news 
item is at hand stating that crimes 
in Great Britain have shown a 
great inerease of late. The report 
is to the effect that the number 
of crimes which came to the no- 
tice of the people last year was 
112,574, “the highest returns re- 
corded in the sixty-eight years dur- 
ing which returns have been kept.” 
“An increase in what is described 
as the luxury of crime is indicated 
by criminal statistics for England 
and Wales for last year,” the ar 
ticle explains in part. Whatever 
may be the cause of the increase 
in the United States, therefore, it 
certainly cannot be seen logically 
as in the least degree related to 
prohibition. — Christian Science 
Monitor.
